Wilson's Life in Jeopardy. 


David Wilson, the confessed horse thief 


and Barn burner, again looms up for pub- 
lic mention. He stole a hone from Douty 
Patterson's barn at Sullivan, set fire to 
the barn to hide the theft, and disap- 
peared. The fire destroyed 83,000 worth 
of property, besides burning alive 10 head 
ot horses. The other day Wilson was 
captured at Jacksonville, and lodged in 
the Deoatur jail, for it was known that he 
would be lynched it taken to Sullivan at 
that time. Friday tat the officers took 
Wilson to Sullivan, bat Saturday night 
it was learned that a mob of 75 ot the 
worst element of Sullivan was organizing 
to break down the jail doors and hang 
the prisoner. It waa a critical time and 
called for prompt action, and so the offi- 
cers there slipped the prisoner out of a 
rear door, placed him in a carriage and 
drove to Deoatur with him. They arrived 
Sunday morning and Wilson if again be- 
hind the bars in the county jaiL W. H. 
Marshal, deputy sheriff of Moultrie coun- 
ty, and John Kirkbride, the city marshal 
of Sullivan, brought the prisoner to 
Deoatnr. 
Thoy returned home in the 


carriage Sunday evening. Wilson will be 
kept here until some time next week, 
when he will be returned to Sullivan and 
stand np before Judge Smith to receive 
his sentence to the penitentiary for a long 
term of years. Court begins at Sullivan 
to-day, and the grand jury will attend to 
the Wilson case at onoe. Mr. Patterson 
had his property insured for 81700.

The mortal remain! of the late Capt. 


David L. Allen, who died on the ereningr 
of the IStb, in the 79th year of his age, 
were laid at rest in the grave at Green- 
wood cemetery on Sunday.

'To Die is Gain," as applied to the con- 
rerted man, and in the course ot his feel- 
ing remarks he pointed out what gains, 
physical, social and otherwise, are to be 
attained by the final dissolution. 
In 


closing, Rev. Vosburgh referred in a gen- 
eral way to the blameless and exemplary 
life of Oapt. Allen, and paid an eloquent 
tribute to his life and character as a 
Christian man and citizen. All present 
were given an opportunity to look upon 
the face of the dead, when the body was 
removed to the cemetery, followed by a 
large number of friends.
